r a redo. Texas rangers and peace offi­ 
cers used a swift and effective typo 
of border justice which rapidly ran 
down fugitive Mexicans of bad rec­ 
ords who are accused of implication 
in raids of the past two weeks. 
The band north of Brownsville is 
the only one known still undisturbed 
or not driven across the Bio Grande. 
It is about half of the gang which at­ 
tacked the Norias ranch house Sun­ 
day night. 
At least thirty-five m e m ­ 
bers of tills band came direct from the 
M* xican side of the Bio (Bande, it is 
said by officers here. 
Banger ( ’aptains Fox anil Sanders, 
who have been working in the section 
north of Brownsville, have tiad their 
men running down clues to identify 
the raiding Mexicans. 
It can be said on good 
authority 
that one of the clues indicates that 
Borne Mexicans in the interior of Coa- 
huila, a Mexican border state south 
of Texas, brought word in advance 
to their compatriots in Texas that the 
recent outbreak was about to occur. 
There was evidence also that some 
of the principal leaders of the raids 
have gone back into Mexico. 
Appert!etteion in Brownsville is not 
about what the Mexicans may do in 
raids similar to those of the past few 
days, but as to the truth of reports 
that in case of any repetition of the 
An orleans landing at Vera Cruz that 
an attempt will be made by Carranza 
troops In Ma ta morns to sack Browns­ 
ville in reprisal. 
Although the number of Mexicans 
hilled in the raids is given officially 
as between fifteen and twenty it is 
known that more have been killed.
